Ask Increased 
Cabinet Pay 


WASHINGTON, #—President 
Truman asked congress today to 
raise the pay of cabinet officers 
from $15,000 to $25,000 a year and 
to boost salaries of other top-level 
government officials. 

The President preserted his 
recommendations through Budget 
Director James E. Webb who said 
the government must pay higher 
wages to pull the best men into 
government. 

Webb told a senate postoffice

Webb proposed salaries of $17,- 
$22,500 for wundersecre- 
taries, assistant secretaries, heads 


of independent agencies, boards 
and commissions. 
“I submit,” Webb said, “that 


the government cannot continue 
on a sound basis over a long per- 
iod if its most important positions 
of leadership and responsibility 
must be filled by men who have 
private salaries or by men with- 
out private means who serve at 
too great a personal sacrifice. 

Webb said nothing about a pay 
raise for the President. 

There has been considerable 
talk in congress, particularly in 
the last year, about raising the 
President’s salary as well as those 
of cabinet officers. 

The President receives $75,000 
a year and a $30,000 tax-free ex- 
pense account. 

For President Truman to get an 
increase, it would have to be voted 
before January 20—inauguration 
date of his first full term. The 
Constitution says the President's 
pay may not be changed “during 
the period for which he shall have 
been elected.” 

Webb estimated the proposed 
increases would cost the govern- 
ment $1,500,000 a year. 

Cabinet members now receive 
$15,000 a year and most heads of 
independent agencies, boards and 
commissions $10,000. 

In recent years, congress has 
made exceptions to these salaries. 

For example, Economic Cooper- 
ation Administrator Paul Hoff- 
man’s salary is $20,000. His dep- 
uty draws $17,500. The atomic 
energy commission chairman, 
David Lilienthal, gets $17,500.
